i have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report  of  my  predecessor 
Dr.  R.  Markov,  upon  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough 
of  Jarrow  for  the  year  1947. 

This  is  the  73rd  Annual  Report  which  has  been  issued.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  Borough  during 

1947. 

The  estimated  population  of  27,370  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
General,  which  applies  to  civilians  only,  showed  an  increase  of  140  on 
the  1946  estimate;  the  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  337. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  26.05  per  1,000  civilian  population  and  is  the 
highest  recorded  in  the  Borough  since  1924.  The  live  birth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  20.5  per  1,000  (total)  population.  The 
rate  for  still  births  in  the  Borough  during"  the  year  was  0.069  per  1,000 
and  the  same  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.50  per  1,000  based  on 
civilian  and  total  populations  respectively. 

The  death  rate  for  1947  was  13.73  per  1,000  (civilian)  population 
and  shows  some  decrease  on  the  1946  figure  which  was  14.06  per  1,000. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  12.00  per  1,000  total 
population. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  was  1.32  per  1,000  in  1947  as 
compared  with  1.47  in  1946;  pneumonia  death  rates  were  0.44  in  1947 
and  0.81  in  1946.  There  were*  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
during  the  year,  and  none  were  recorded  from  measles.  Six  deaths 
occurred  from  infantile  diarrhoea. 

There  were  no  deaths  assigned  to  maternal  causes  in  1947. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  54.69  per  1,000  live  births  in  1947 
as  compared  with  39.68  in  1946.  The  neo-natal  deaths  (under  one  month 
of  age)  gave  a rate  of  26.64  per  1,000  live  births  in  1947. 

Still  births  expressed  as  a rate  per  1,000  total  births  gave  a figure 

of  25.95  per  1.000.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  since  1940  when  a figure  of 
25.45  was  recorded. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  received  in 

1947  (410)  was  467  less  than  the  previous  year.  Excluding  measles 
and  whooping  cough  there  was  a decrease  of  78  among  the  other  noti- 
fiable diseases,  chiefly  pneumonia.  The  incidence  rate  of  pneumonia 
was  2.00  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  2.90  in  1946. 
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The  Borough  Maternity  Home  continues  to  be  a valuable  feature  of 
the  Authority’s  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services.  The  number  of 
live  births  at  the  home  was  262,  still  births  3,  and  there  were  22  ante- 
natal admissions.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Child  Life  Protection. — There  were  four  children  on  the  register  of 
the  local  authority  and  all  cases  were  visited  regularly  by  the  Health 
Visitors  who  arc  also  Child  Protection  Visitors.  Two  adopted  children 
were  also  under  supervision  during  the  year. 

There  were  44  premature  live  births  of  whom  32  were  alive  at  the 
end  of  one  month  in  1947. 

The  routine  Sanitary  Inspection  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  vear  as  will  be  seen  from  a study  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report  commencing  on  page  20.

Social  Conditions. — The  industries  of  the  Borough  at  the  present 
time  include  ship-repairing,  steel  rolling  and  refined  metal  manufacture, 
tube  making;  as  well  as  asphalt  and  slag  works  and  oil  installations. 

The  work  on  the  trading'  estate,  an  area  of  about  60  acres  in 
Hast  J arrow  and  adjoining  the  South  Shields  boundary,  which  com- 
menced in  1946,  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Provision  is  being  made  on  this  site  for  the  following  trades  among 
others,  viz.  : electrical  equipment,  gas  meters,  radio  components,  plastic 
moulders,  dvers  and  cleaners,  mineral  waters,  dresses,  paper  makers, 
etc. 

The  construction  of  the  Tyne  Tunnel  was  commenced  on  the  18th 
June.  1947.

I lu-  estimate  of  population  (27, .*170)  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
tieneral.  which  applies  to  civilians  only,  showed  an  increase  of  140  on 
tin  194b  estimate , the  natural  increase  (excess  ol  births  over  deaths) 
was  337. 

I here  were  /13  live  births  and  19  still  births,  giving  respectively  a 
rate  per  1,000  (civilian)  population  of  26.05  and  0.069.  The  former  figure 
represents  tin*  highest  birth  rate  recorded  in  this  Borough  since  1924,  and 
the  latter  the  lowest  since  1929.  The  highest  birth  rate  recorded  in  the 
Borough  was  45.6  in  18/7.  1 he  five  and  still  birth  rate  recorded  for 

England  and  Wales  for  1947  are  given  as  20.5  and  0.50  respectively 
per  1,000  (total)  population. 

I lie  total  deaths  registered  during  1947  numbered  376  (13.73  per 
1,000  civilian  population)  which  represents  a decrease  of  7 deaths  on  the 
1946  figure  (383)  but  an  increase  of  36  on  the  1945  figure  (340).  The 
death  rates  lor  the  last  20  years  fluctuate  between  12.98  and  16,65  per 
1,000,  the  highest  rate  during  that  period  which  was  recorded  in  1929. 
['lie  highest  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  23.9  per  1,000  recorded  in 
1878.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  12.00  per 
1,000  total  population. 

1'he  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  36  (30  pulmonary  and  fi  others) 
which  represents  a rate  of  1.32  per  1,000  population  in  1947  as  compared 
with  1.47  in  1946,  when  33  pulmonary  and  7 others  were  recorded.  The 
incidence  rate  of  tuberculosis  as  represented  by  78  notifications  in  1947 
was  2.85  per  1,000  population.  This  showed  a slight  decrease  over  the 
1946  figures  which  were  79  notifications  with  an  incidence  rate  of  2.90 
per  1,000  population.  The  number  of  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis remaining  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  the  lowest  so 
far  recorded. 

There  were  63  deaths  from  cancer  during  the  year  giving  a total 
rate  of  2.31  per  1,000  population.  This  number  included  12  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  stomach  in  males  and  10  in  females;  3 deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  buccal  cavity  and  oesaphagus  in  males;  7 from  cancer  of  the 
uterus  ; 3 from  cancer  of  the  breast  in  females  ; and  28  (males  12,  females 
16)  from  cancer  of  all  other  sites. 

There,  were  no  deaths  from  meules,  two  from  whooping  cough  and 
none  from  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  during  1947;  there  were  six  deaths 
from  diarrhoea  under  two  years  of  age. 

The  pneumonia  deaths  were  12  giving  a rate  of  0.44  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  0.81  in  1946,  when  the  number  registered  form  this  cause 
was  22.  There  were  five  deaths  from  influenza  during  1947. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  during  the  year.  Previous 
maternal  mortality  rates  were  6.09  in  1946  (four  maternal  deaths)  8.05 
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in  1942  (lour  mairni.il  deaths)  and  9.14  in  1939  (five  maternal  deaths), 
all  per  1,000  total  population. 

The  total  number  of  infant  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  was  39  in 
1947.  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  54.69  per  1,000  live  births 
eompared  with  39.68  in  1946.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1947 
i''  41  per  1,000  live  births. 

1'he  neo-natai  mortality  rate  was  26.64  per  1,000  live  births  with  19 
infant  deaths  (under  a month  old  in  1947.  The  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  in  1946  was  9.52  per  1,000  live  births.

Midwifery  Service. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  six  practising  midwives  in  the 

Boroug-h.  The  service  is  supervised  and  administered  by  the  Durham 
County  Council. 

Maternity  Services. 

The  Clinics,  with  the  times  at  which  they  are  open,  are  given  above. 
In  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Dried  Milk  and  Vitamin 
preparations  are  issued  at  Water  Street  Clinic  and  at  Bede  Burn  Road 
Clinic.  Vitamins  are  also  issued  at  the  Food  Office,  Ormonde  Street. 

During  the  year  a supply  of  proprietary  dried  milk  was  made  avail- 
able for  issue  to  eligible  persons  at  cost  price. 

Two  rooms  in  the  Bede  Burn  Road  School  House  were  used  through- 
out the  year  as  a distributing  centre  for  infant  foods  (on  Monday  after- 
noons) for  the  convenience  of  those  living  on  the  Housing  Estates  which 
are  some  distance  from  the  clinic  centre  proper  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Ante-Natal  Services. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  conducted  by  the  Council’s  Medical  Staff  at 
Walter  Street  Clinic  for  domiciliary  cases,  and  at  Danesfield  Maternity 
Home  for  the  in-patients. 

In  November  a new  ante-natal  clinic  was  opened  at  Gordon  House, 
Fiekl  Terrace,  to  serve  the  needs  of  those  living  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Borough.  The  opening  of  this  clinic  centre  a'so  enables  the  general 
practitioners  of  the  Borough  to  hold  their  private  ante-natal  clinics  on 
Wednesday  afternoons. 


institutional  Provision  lor  Mothers  and  Children. 

Eighteen  patients  (mothers)  were  admitted  to  the  Princess  Mary 
Maternity  Hospital  from  the  Borough  during  1947  under  the  existing 
agreement  between  this  Authority  and  the  Hospital. 

During  t lie-  vear  53  emergency  midwifery  cases  were  in  addition 
admitted  to  the  General  Hospital  at  South  Shields.

V.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply.  I'he  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Com- 
pany supplies  the  Borough  with  a piped  supply  of  water  which  is  satis- 
factorily constant  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Service  pipes  are  laid  on  to  all  premises  within  the  Borough,  but  in 
a proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  the  pipes  are  carried  only  into 
the  yards,  and  not  actually  into  the  houses.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the 
water  supply  having  any  plumbo-solvent  action.  The  Company  carries 
out  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  water  from  each  well  and 
reservoir  monthly,  and  from  the  town  supply  as  represented  by  tap 
samples  weekly,  and  a copy  of  the  results  of  these  examinations  is  sup- 
plied to  this  Department.

Of  the  Retail  Purveyors  registered  77  are  restricted  t < » the  salt  ol 
bottled  milk  only. 

The  Dairies  and  Milk  Purveyors  premises  have  been  periodically 
visited  during  the  year. 

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Slaughterhouses. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat  Regulations),  1924. 

No  private  premises  in  the  Borough  are  now  licensed  for  use  as 
slaughterhouses.  Slaughtering  for  the  area  is  carried  out  under  Govern- 
ment control  at  the  South  Shields  Public  Slaughterhouse  and  the  meat 
is  allocated  and  distributed  to  the  butchers  in  Jarrovv. 

Five  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  by  the  Local  Food 
Office  to  pig-keepers  allowing  the  slaughter  of  pigs  for  home  consump- 
tion. The  pigs  slaughtered  were  found  on  inspection  to  he  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

A calf  was  slaughtered  in  an  emergency  on  a farm,  the  carcase  and 
offal  were  inspected  and  sent  to  the  Public  Slaughterhouse,  South 
Shields,  for  allocation. 

Periodical  inspections  were  made  to  see  that  the  requirements  erf 

the  Regulations  were  observed  in  shops  where  meat  is  sold. 

Inspection  of  Food  Preparing  Places. 

(Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  Sections  13  and  14). 

Special  inspections  have  been  made  of  Food  Preparing  Places,  and 
structural  and  other  improvements  have  been  carried  out.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  arrangements  had  been  made  for  most  places  to  be  improved. 

Bakeries. — There  were  eleven  bakeries  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  One  bakery'  was  closed  during  the  year.  All  these  premises 
have  been  inspected. 

Ice-Cream.  —There  are  five  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  nineteen  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of

Artificial  Cream.  (Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938,  Sects.  27/29). 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  to  which  these  sections  of  the 
Act,  relating  to  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  Artificial  Cream  applies. 

One  firm  is  producing  a confectionery  filling  and  these  premises 
have,  been  periodically  inspected. 

The  Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk  & Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923, 
1927  and  1943. 

The  sample  of  evaporated  milk  submitted  for  analysis  complied  with 
the  regulations. 

Complaints  were  made  that  children  were  suffering  from  sickness 
and  diarrhoea  after  being  fed  on  National  Dried  Milk.  A sample  of  this 
milk  was  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  and 
was  certified  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1S25  to 

1940. 

The  samples  of  food  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and 

Drugs  Act,  1938,  complied  with  these  regulations. 

Chemical  Examination  of  Food. 

Chemical  examination  of  food  is  undertaken  by  the  Public  Analyst, 
C.  J.  H.  Stock,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  of  Darlington. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken  at  the  Government 
Buildings,  Ponteland  Road,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  5. 
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I'lw  examination  of  speciments  by  animal  inoculation  is  earned  out 
at  the  Count)  Laboratory,  Newburn. 

VIII.  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 


During  1947  there  were  no  alterations  to  the  list  ol  notifiable 
diseases.  The  total  number  ol  infectious  diseases  notifications  received 
during  the  year  was  410  compared  with  877  in  1940,  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  which  became  notifiable  in  October,  1939,  were 
responsible  for  53  and  174  notifications  respectively,  compared  with  589 
and  47  in  1948.  Disregarding  the  notifications  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough  the  remaining  notifications  totalled  183  as  compared  with  28]  in 
1948. 

Increases  that  occurred  on  the  annual  figures  for  1948  were  ophthal- 
mia neonatorum  1,  erysipelas  3,  whooping  cough  127,  acute  poliomyelitis 
3,  and  acute  polioencephalitis  1. 

Substantial  decreases  were  reorded  as  follows: — diphtheria  12, 
scarlet  fever  22,  pneumonia  46  and  measles  516. 

Small  reductions  occurred  in  the  number  ol  cases  ol  puerperal 
pyrexia,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  eerebro  spinal  lever.  The  number 
of  cases  of  other  tuberculous  diseases  remained  the  same  as  in  1946. 

No  cases  of  the  following  diseases  were  notified  : — smallpox, 
encephalitis  lethargica,  enteric  fever,  malaria  or  dysentery. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  anv  schools  during  the  rear  on 
account  of  infectious  diseases. 

1.  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  20.  No 

return  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  char- 
acter and  no  deaths  w’ere  recorded. 

2.  Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  11  cases  were  notified  as  against  33  in  1946.  The 
incidence  was  greatest  in  the  West  and  Primrose  and  Monkton  Wards, 
where  seven  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths  were  recorded.  Immunis- 
ation c ontinued  during  the  year,  the  material  being  obtained  from  the 
Central  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle,  under  the  arrangements 
set  out  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2230,  The  number  of  children 
immunised  under  the  Council’s  scheme  during  the  year  are  as  follows  : —

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Medical  practitioners  in  the  Borough  also  immunised  a number  of 
children  privately.  Sweets  were  again  supplied  during  the  year  to 
encourage  the  children  to  come  forward.  At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was 

estimated  t lint  the  total  number  ot  children  in  the  0-5  group  was  2,594 
ol  whom  1 ,559  or  63.95%  had  been  immunised.  The  percentage,  dis- 
regarding those  under  one  year  of  age,  was  82.53%,  The  estimated 
number  in  the  5-15  group  was  4,450  of  whom  2,976  or  66.87%  had  com- 
pleted the  course  of  immunisation. 

During-  the  year  138,000  units  of  anti-toxin  were  distributed  to  the 
practitioners  of  the  Borough. 

3.  Pneumonia. 

55  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  as  compared  with  101 
in  1946,  the  majority  of  cases  occurring  during  the  winter  months.  The. 
greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  East  Ward;  12  cases  occurred 
in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  compared  with  9 in  1946. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  nursing  facilities  were  available 
at  Primrose  Isolation  Hospital,  for  the  care  of  pneumonia  cases. 

4.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Two  notifications  were  received  during  the  year.  No  deaths  were, 
however,  recorded  from  this  cause. 

5.  Erysipelas. 

Eleven  notifications  were  received  during-  the  year,  an  increase  of 
three  on  the  previous  year;  no  deaths  were  recorded,  and  no  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

6.  Measles. 

Notifications  of  this  disease  showed  a decrease  from  569  in  1946  to 
53  in  1947.  The  g reater  number  occurred  in  the  5-10  age  group.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

7.  Whooping  Cough. 

Notifications  totalled  174  compared  with  47  in  1946.  There  were 
two  deaths,  both  occurring  in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

8.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths 
recorded. 

9.  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

During  the  year  one  case  was  notified  as  against  2 in  the  previous 
year. 

10.  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Encephalitis. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  and  one  case  of  encephalitis  were  noti- 
fied during  the  year.  No  deaths  however  were  recorded  from  these 
causes. 

11.  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  ol  new  cases  notified  during  1947  was  78,  pul- 
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monary  65  and  non-pulmonary  13.  This  represents  a decrease  of  1 on 
the  notifications  received  in  1946,  and  an  incidence  rate  of  tuberculosis 
ot  2.85  per  1,000  population  compared  with  2.9  in  1946. 

The  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases  remaining  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  the  lowest  yet  recorded. 

12.  Uncleanliness. 

During  the  year  28  cases  of  scabies  were  detected  among  school 
children.  These  cases  were  treated  with  Benzyl  Benzoate  and  infesta- 
tion now  shows  a decline.

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

Preventive  Orders. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Packing  Materials)  Orders,  1925  and  1926. 
Importation  of  Meat,  etc.  (Wrapping  Materials)  Orders.  1932  & 1939. 

Kitohen  Waste  (Licensing  of  Private  Collectors)  (Consolidation  and 

Extension)  Order,  1942. 

The  Borough  of  J arrow  is  included  in  the  Scheduled  Area  in  the 
Kitchen  Waste  (Licensing  of  Private  Collectors)  (Consolidation  and 
Extension)  Order  of  1942.  In  a Scheduled  Area,  the  collection  of  Kitchen 
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Waste  is  prohibited,  except  by  Local  Authorities,  exempted  classes  of 
stock-keepers  and  persons  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Boiling  of  Animal  Foodstuffs)  Order  of  1947. 

11ns  Order  revoked  the  hoot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Boiling  of  Animal 
Foodstulfs)  Order  of  1932,  as  amended  by  the  Order  of  1940,  The  Order 
follows  the  general  lines  of  the  Orders  revoked  and  gives  in  addition, 
an  increased  list  of  materials  which  must  be  boiled  before  the  animals, 
i.e.  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  or  goats,  are  allowed  to  have  access  and  not  only 
parts  of  carcases  of  poultry  to  be  boiled  before  poultry  are  allowed  to 
have  access  to  them.  The  Order  was  brought  into  immediate  operation 
owing  to  the  serious  outbreaks  of  fowl  pest  in  England  and  Wales. 

Stock-keepers,  butchers’  premises  and  Canteens  have  been  visited 
regarding  the  compliance  with  these  Orders. 

Tuberculosis  Orders,  1938-1946. 

No  notice  relating  to  any  “affected  animal”  under  the  above  Order 
has  been  received  during  the  year. 

Swine  Fever  Orders,  1938-1940, 

There  were  eleven  piggeries  in  use  during  the  year  and  these  have 
been  visited  for  any  breach  of  the  Orders  relating  to  them. 

A pig  was  reported  to  have  died  in  a piggery  in  the  Borough  and 
Swine  Fever  was  suspected  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken. 

The  case  was  not  confirmed  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  withdrew  Notice  (Form  A)  which  declared  the  premises  to  be 
a Swine  Fever  Infected  Place. 

Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Orders,  1922-1941. 

No  movement  licences  have  been  granted  nor  received  during  the 
year. 

The  Movement  of  Animals  (Records)  Order,  1925. 

Stock-keepers  records  of  movements  of  animals  have  been  checked 
and  the  necessity  of  keeping  prompt  and  accurate  records  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  owners.  Two  persons  were  summoned  for  breach  of  the 
above  Order  and  were  each  fined  10/-. 

Importation  of  Dogs  and  Cats  Order,  1928-1945. 

Following  a letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  to  the  Town  Clerk  regarding  a contravention  of  the  above 
Order  in  (arrow  inquiries  were  made  and  proceedings  commenced,  but 
owing  to  the  cost  of  taking  proceedings  because  of  the  special  circum- 
stances, the  case  was  dropped. 

Transit  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Order  of  1947. 

This  Order  amends  the  Transit  of  Animals  Order  of  1947  so  as  to 
make  consigners  (who  are  neither  owners  nor  their  agents)  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  animals  they  consign  by  rail  arc  fit  to  travel. 
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I'lunv  has  been  no  breach  of  these  Orders  in  the  Borough. 

Fowl  Pest  Orders  of  1936  and  1947. 

Owing  to  outbreaks  of  Fowl  Pest  Orders  were  made  to  control  the 
activities  of  dealers,  as  the  disease  had  boon  transmitted  to  poultry  in 
several  widely  scattered  areas  in  threat  Britain. 

An  outbreak  of  fowl  pest  was  confirmed  on  premises  in  this  Bor- 
ough. Thirty-si \ head  of  poultry  were  slaughtered  by  the  Ministry’s 
Inspector  and  assistance  was  shaven  in  the  burning  ol  the  carcases  in  the 
Corporation  iurnaee  and  cleansing'  and  disinlection  ol  the  premises. 

Warble  Fly  (Dressing  ol  Cattle)  Order  of  1948. 

This  Order  revoked  the  Orders  of  1936  and  1940,  and  requires  the 
owner  or  person  in  charge  of  an\  cattle  that  arc  visibly  infested  with  the 
maggots  ol  the  warble  fly  to  dress  such  cattle  periodically  between  lath 
March  and  30th  June  in  each  year,  in  a manner  specified  with  a prepar- 
ation containing  powdered  derris  root  and  soap, 

A circular  letter  explaining  the  requirements  of  the  Order  was  sent 
to  each  farmer  in  the  Borough  and  all  farms  were  visited.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  tenfTi  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
ended  31st  December,  1947. 

Shops  Acts,  1912-1938. 

In  the  administration  of  the  above  Acts,  444  shops  are  subject  to 
inspection. 

There  are  97  unoccupied  shops  in  the  Borough. 

By  Home  Office  Circular  No.  192/47  dated  16th  September,  1947, 
the  closing  hours  for  the  winter  months  came  into  force  on  Sunday,  2nd 
November  last.  This  Defence  Regulation  60  A B fixed  the  closing  hours 
for  shops  at  7-30  p.m.  on  the  late  day  and  6 p.m.  on  other  days,  and 
1 p.m.  on  the  early  closing  day. 

The  Regulation  continues  until  Saturday,  the  6th  March,  1948. 

There  were  certain  exceptions  and  these  shops  were  permitted  to 
remain  open  until  9 p.m.  on  the  late  day  and  8 p.m.  on  other  days. 

The  Council  made  an  Order  relating  to  barbers  and  hairdressers 
under  which  the  closing  hours  were  fixed  at  8 p.m.  on  the  late  dav  and 
7 p.m.  on  other  days,  except  1 p.m.  on  the  early  closing  day. 
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There  were  no  extensions  of  hours  during  the  Christmas  period. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  there  was  only  one  Assistant 
Shops  Inspector,  and  this  work  had  suffered  through  lack  of  staff  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Department.  It  is  hoped  to  give  this  work  full 
attention  during  1948.
